TWIN FALLS -. The 
proposed school budget' for 
Twin Falls schools- would call 
for tax increases for a typical 
property owner of about 12 per 
cent. 

The budget proposed to school 
trustees Tuesday night rnll'i fnr 
a tax levy increase of 3.7 mills 
above the.turren t mill levy of 

15:31335: 

When the increase In the tax 
assessment ratio is included in 
the typical tax bill, the school 
bill will rise 1 2 per cent over last 
year. 

Dr. Ernest H. Ragland, 
superintendent of schools, told 
the trustees in presenting the 



emergency levy. Other receipts 
would include I3.0S miUiop for 
general school purposes and 
$122,000 for bond Interest and 
redemption. 

The total revenue of $3.05 
million for 1971-72 shows an 
increase from the current 
revenue projection of $2.79 
million, which in turn is about 
$70,000 over the actual revenue 
of $2.72 million.

The White House, In Its third 
inflation alert, said the ^u-ee-

.per' cent ''wage and benefit 
Increases each year "repre- 
sents no progress toward the 
declining trend of wage in- 



creases that is essential if we 
are to regain increased stability 
of prices and costs." , 

The inflation alert released 
by the President's Council of 
Economic Advisers also cited 
increased freight rates in the 
railroad and trucking indus- 
tries, higher cost for lumber, 
the failure of consumer meat 
prices to fully reflect lower 
wholesale prices, and high wage 
Increases for construction work- 
ers. 

The report also cited a 48 per 
cent' hike in New York aty taxi 



fares as an example ot what 
"artificial barriers to competi- 
tion" 'can mean in consumer 
prices. It said cab fares In the 
city, where the number of cabs 
allowed has not been increased 
since 1937, are twice those in 
Washington where there is no 
resfariction on the number of 
cabs. 

The council said it feared
